This Mexican \s far Ix'low the njition's rcjire- 
seutative, yot b« is not thn dcgradi*,! |kh)h or 
serf of tlie lnnd. lie ih ruthor « hut tlin 
has beooiiio in tho two generations hf Iihk ea- 
Joyed tbe freedom of our novorinneiit, if not 
wiser, at least less servile. He is generally 
admitted to t>e the result of a fusion for some 
centuries of the Spaniard with that mild 
type of semi civilized Indian of the Cortez 
conquests, but is nearer tbo Spuiard, whose 
beautiful language, fartiier aoftened into a 
dialect, he still retains. This may be due to 
lazinasB, but is more probably from the liquid 
movement of Indian s p eech peculiar to some 
of the southern tribes, as shown by the pres- 
ent lBti!;ua>;e of the Pima* and llorioopaa of 
southern Ari/ona.

They bridge no ar- 
royas, build no dams, arches or culverts, and 
use only nature's level, water, to jjlve the 
grade required for their canals.

Hew the Ralfbreetf s Settled with the Wmt

A Nicholson sportsman, who lias hunted Ui 
Canada, hail tbe following exi)erience: "The 
most fun I liad on any one da}' was with a 
party of three halfbri-cd Indiana. They had 
caught four barrels of herrings out of Geor- 
gian bay the day before, salted the fish and 
left them under a shanty of boughs over 
night, returning to thx settlement to get bar- 
rels. That morning they invited me to ac- 
company them to wharo ttia flsh were, telling 
ma that thay woaM halp ma flad kmu deer 
on a itUl haat after thay had padNd tha her- 
rings in tha barrel*. I went alooff, and when 
we got te the bougb shanty we found every- 
thing topsy turvy. The heap of fish was 
strung over a space forty feet in diameter, 
and the balfbreeds were the maddest fellows 
I ever saw. They knew right away what the 
matter was, bat I dida*t I WMi found out, 
though. 

"Se\i ral berirsbad l>eeii there in the night, 
eaten tli'nr till of lish and destroyed the rsst. 
Tho l)ears had bitten m!oi-"s of the herrings in 
two, and then tumbled and wallowed in the 
mass until they bad make the destruction 
complete. After the halfbreeds bad sworn 
like pirates for a while, they dumped the ru- 
ined goods -into a hollow and covered them 
with dirt Then they got ready to hunt the 
bears down, declaring that they wouldn't set 
a net in the water until they had slain one or 
more of the big flsh tbievee. They cahrulated 
that the iM>ars would get very thii-sty before 
noon, and wiuidle down to the shore of tho 
bay to drink, and they asked nie to ns.si.st 
them in lyiii;^ low for the brutes.

"That furenoon one of tlie half breeds ran 
foul of auothei- bear a mile ur so \>ack in tbe 
woods, and shot it four times, lie killed it, 
of course, and before night the other one got 
tbe third bear. When wo ail met at tbe 
shanty, toward sunset, tbe half breeds were 
much better natured than whan they mw tbe 
ruined ILdi. Tbe slaughter of the three bears 
s eemed to heal their wounded feeliagi right 
away.

A Voggy Night teteeted Air the Trip— He 
H'MikH rr<iin the New York Anchorage 
to the Center of tbe Big Straotore en « 
l*.Ineh OmM*— AlNvre the River tTS Feet. 

Hundre<ls of people while crossing the 
Brooklyn bridge have looked at the riggers 
and painters who, in the performance of 
du^, olimb up into the network of wires or 
walK tSaaft tiie big cables from which the 
great ■troctore te mtpended, and they won- 
der bow them men hold on, or why they do 
not get dissy and fall. 

Desiring to know something of these men 
who spend their lime awny up among those 
slender wires, a Star reporter endeavored to 
get some of thetn to tell their exix'rir'T but 
it was found that they had beccime .- H ..'cus- 
tomed to wli,'it<'ver s«'nsatPins tli(<y might ex- 
perience that tliey had grown unconscious of 
anything remarkable in the fiu-t that they 
walked on a slender thread between the river 
and the sky, except that they earned good 
livings for their families, and were very well 
pleased with their vocations. Still determined 
to learn bow it feels to walk in midair on so 
slander a footpath as a 10-incb cylinder, the 
nnvter eonduded to anolk on one of the 
eabtae from the New York anchorage to the 
top of the tower, and on down the aerial 
pathway to the center of the bridge. It was 
useless to seek permission to rnako tbo trip, so 
it was decided th.it it shouM be m.tdo under 
cover of tbe darkness of night.

Evi.-n tho 
powerf\il ;.;1 >w of th.< electrii! lights could 
lint ix'U' tra;" tiie iin'st for an.'' consitlerablo 
distance. Tae four bi^ oables of the brid;;e 
rising from the i^noboragc and ascending 
above the promenade were lost iu tho fog a 
few feet beyond, and it was only necessary 
to avoid being seen at the start to escape de- 
tection. It was decldefl to make the trip on 
thi.> .l.u-k iii-l.t. 

Anil SI), dressed in ordinary clothes and 
street sIicm's, uiih an nviM-i'(iat buttoncil 
tightl}' about his throat, tlic reporter walked 
out from Park row along the promeimdu to 
the anchorage. A policeniaii loomed up in tbe 
fog just where the cable ri.ses, passed along, 
and in a minute was lost sight of. Now was 
the chance, and tossiing bis umbrella to a 
companion, tbe searcher after new experi- 
ences vaulted the railing and stood erect on 
Uie le-inch cabla On either akle was a half- 
inch guy rope for a handrail. Orasping each 
rope, bebei^ to walk onward and upward 
into the darknen and mist A few steps f or- 
tsard, and he was apparently out of the 
world and alone, his whereabouts known 
only to one human being. For a time tbo 
lights below were visible, but soon these dis- 
appeared from view, and the illumination 
from them, although it penetrated the fog, 
looked like tho dim light of dayl j-enk. 

The top of the tower was reaCTie<l, and as 
the cable pass»« under the coping stone anx- 
iety as to getting across the tower and to the 
other side to complete the journey CK-cupied 
the attention of the adventurer.

There was uotbiug to do but push on toward 
the river side of the tower. This was done 
with great care and disregard of tbe paint. 
Having imsied through tbe tunnel and ar- 
rived safely at the river front of the tower. 
It was foand that tbe eable wae eeveral feet 
above.

At a height of MS feet abore the ■artaco 
of the river one wonld want a rare footing 
and a flrm grip tor tte hand to climb up a 
•tone wall Bat theae were not to be bad, so 
raising hlmealf on tiptoes and embracing the 
big cable above, the reporter mounted it 
much as a small boy would mount a hoi-se, 
and with as much chance of getting on its 
back as the boy wonld have of getting on tbe 
back of a horse. But tbe cable was mounted 
successfully, aad tha grtatrnt daagw wea 

passed. 

The reporter then noticed for the first tim«< 
that he was above the fog aud as abeolutely 
alone as he could be anywhere in the oni- 
Ttrse. Tbe bridge tower rearing up oat of 
the mist below, the four big oi^um banging 
down aad dlmppearing in the fog and the 
eold, Uaek da rkn sm of the dlear atmosphere 
above were all tiMre were to behold save one 
bright light on the flag pole on top of a hotel 
on the Brooklyn heights. 

The light was abovo the fof,' also, and it 
shone bi i^'htly und cheerfully. Not u sound 
could \>e heai'd, although vain attempts were 
made t.) catch the echoof asteamUiat whistle 
or the rumble of a pa-vsing bridge train.

Ii is 'ur her pro- 
vided that foreign companies mast de- 
posit aacarietias of the foil cashvalneol 
$100,000 hoforo business can be done in 
this State, and makes other requirements 
before foreign companies can engage in 
business, and then only under the certifi- 
cate and aeal of the Secretary of State.
